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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 18 and 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Block et al. 

Block et al. shows the claimed invention, including a fin 16 having a foot, and a 
surface with a major dimension which extends beyond the box opening. A fin lock (bolt) 
is provided to permit movement when desired. 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 1,2,10 and 18-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Leva in view of Block et al. 

Leva discloses the field of the invention, including a finbox mounted within the 
board, and a manually detent adjustable fin system, including a foot. Leva fails to 
disclose an overlying relationship of fin to box. 

Block et al. is discussed above. 
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It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the 
invention to have the fin reside over the fin box of Leva as taught by Block et al. 

Such a combination would have been desirable at the time of the invention so as 
to provide increased stability/strength of the fin. 

5. Claims 7-9, 11-17 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Patterson shows a fin arrangement as claimed. 

7. Applicant's arguments filed 5/30/2006 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

Applicant's arguments are directed towards the fin base covering a "major 
dimension" of the box. Although such an amendment would not have defined over the 
rejection made in the first office action, Block et al. has been applied, as the length of 
the base is considered to have been a "major" dimension in accordance with the claims 
as amended. 

Furthermore, "major" has not been defined, and as such need not mean the 
longest dimension. Such is only accorded the intended weight if it is made clear that 
there is also a "minor" dimension, as such terms are considered relative in nature. 

8. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action. Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS MADE FINAL. See MPEP 
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§ 706.07(a). Applicant is reminded of the extension of time policy as set forth in 37 
CFR 1.136(a).
